Intermediate 
Hockey League 
Starts December 

Coleman Grands will be dis¬ 
playing their hockey talents 
this winter in the new A.B.C. 
League playing a total of four¬ 
teen games, fsevenjiaway and 
seven at home. Interest in the 
league among players and hoc¬ 
key fans is increasing and pre¬ 
sent indications point to plen¬ 
ty of hockey action this win¬ 
ter. 

Final plans for the league 
were straightened out at a 
meeting in Fernie on Sunday 
and officers “appointed. The 
Central executive will govern 
the league under the presiden¬ 
cy of L. DeArmond, of Cran- 
brook and vice-pres. J. Me. 
Dougall, Blairmore. Secretary 
and treasurer of the league 
will be appointed by the pre¬ 
sident. Each town will have 
one representative on the cen¬ 
tral executive. 

Expected to start in Decem¬ 
ber, the league will operate on 
a schedule drawn up by Ray 
Spillers and Teddy Kryczka 
of Coleman and J. McDougall, 
Blairmore. This draw will be 
made to accomodate team 
wishes and not to conflict with 
games by the Coalers, Kimber¬ 
ley Dynamiters and other 
teams. Coleman, Fernie and 
Michel will form the eastern 
division of the league. In the 
sections each team will play 
3 home and 2 away games. In 
inter-section each team will 
make one tour of the circuit 
playing 3 games at home and 
3 away. 

The top two teams of each 
division will play off to deter¬ 
mine district champs, the win¬ 
ners of the separate divisions 
meeting for the champion¬ 
ship. 

Each team will take a re¬ 
feree with them if possible 
and the visiting referee will 
be chief at the game.

Wear A Poppy! 

On Saturday, Nov. 8 members 
of the Canadian Legion will be 
selling poppies on the streets in 
Coleman. Throughout the year 
the disabled veterans of Canada 
have been making.these poppies 
in the Vetcraft Shop in Toronto 
and Montreal. On poppy day 
these veterans depend on the 
Canadian Legion branches thro¬ 
ughout Canada to sell these pop¬ 
pies for them. 

In the first Great War 1914- 
1918, the Canadian casualties 
were 190,092 including 82,817 
dead. In the second Great War 
we had 104,925 including 41,371 
dead. When you wear a poppy 
you are wearing It in remem¬ 
brance of the fallen. 

In France and Belgium there 
are two great memorials, one Is 
the Vimy memorial in memory of 
the Canadians killed in action. 
The other is the less known, the 
Menin Gate Memorial at the en¬ 
trance to Ypres, on which Is In¬ 
scribed the names of 90,000 sol¬ 
diers of the British Empire who 
are listed missing and have no 
known grave. 

Our own memorial in Coleman 
means just as much to us as 
these great memorials, and when 
you wear a poppy you are re¬ 
membering the Coleman boys 
who did not come back.

District Shocked At 
Sudden Passing Of 
Anthony Pietraszko 

Coleman residents were shock¬ 
ed last week at the sudden death 
of Anthony Pietraszko following 
• an accident in his home. 

Anthony passed away in the 
Crows Nest Municipal hospital 
having been unconscious for a 
period totalling 113 hours. De¬ 
ceased was last seen Monday 
evening by his brother-in-law 
and due to the fact that the 
following day was his regular 
day off no concern was attached 
to the fact that he had not been 
noticed Tuesday. When he failed 
to turn up for work Wednesday 
relatives were contacted and a 
search instituted. He was dis¬ 
covered in an unconscious con¬ 
dition in his basement that night 
and removed to the local hos¬ 
pital. Although nothing is cer¬ 
tain, it is assumed that Tony 
was planning to retire for the 
night and had stumbled and fal¬ 
len Into the basement. Coroner 
Dr. Llesmer stated that no in¬ 
quest was deemed necessary. 

A resident of Blairmore for the 
past few yeara f Tony was a Cole¬ 
man boy, having been born here 
Dec. 27, 1919 and received his 
education here. A member of 
the Catholic faith, he was a 
member of the Blairmore Elks 
Lodge and the Canadian Legion. 
An active person, he played hoc¬ 
key and baseball with Coleman 
teams, being a member of the 
Junior B champs of a few years 
ago. A former member of the 
Coleman band he In recent years 
became a member of Edl’s or¬ 
chestra. 

On completion of his high 
school he gained employment 
with the McOillivray Mine for 
three years. In 1942 he joined 
the Royal Canadian Navy as a 
first class stoker and during his 
three years’ service saw consid¬ 
erable action on corvette duty. 

In 1945 he secured employment 
at the Oreenhill mine in Blair¬ 
more sustaining serious injuries 
to his head in an accident the 
following year. After long hos¬ 
pitalization he returned to the 
mine for another year, then 
joined the staff of the Alberta 
Brewers Association whom he 
worker for at the time of his 
death. 

He was predeceaced by his 
parents in Coleman during his 
youth and by a brother John a 
well known violinist. John was 
studying violin In Poland at the 
outbreak of war, escaping to 
Italy were he died In 1940. 

Surviving are his wife Joseph¬ 
ine at Blairmore and a sister 
Balbina, (Mrs. Joe Malanchuk of 
Coleman.

Dollar Project To 
Use Pass Coal 


An announcement out of 
Spokane states that American 
interests are planning to spend 
almost $2,000,000,000 to fin¬ 
ance a chain of Canadian 
steam power plants to provide 
power for the U-S. The project 
will use coal from the south¬ 
western portion of Alberta. 

One hundred units are plan¬ 
ned over a period of 40 years 
building at a rate of two or 
three plants per year. O. R. 
Angelilla, consulting engineer 
of Los Angeles stated it was 
his understanding that the 
work ought to be able to start 
by March or April. They will 
be built on a strip of land 35 
miles wide and 125 miles long 
along the Alberta B.C. border 
The announcement asserted 
an official of the provincial 
Industrial Board confirmed 
that California interests plan 
steam generating plants. In 
Ottawa W. E. Uren of Domin¬ 
ion Coal Board said he had 
heard of thelproject but that 
no representation had been 
made to the Board. Top offic- 
of the Mines Department and 
Resources and Development 
Dept, state they had no offic¬ 
ial word of the project. No fed¬ 
eral approval is neceaaarv to 
export power 

It is understood in Lethbri. 
dge and Southern Alta busin¬ 
ess and industrial circles tha t 
U.S. interests including the 
Bank of America, have had ex 
perts surveying Alberta pow¬ 
er possibilities for some time. 
Such a development would be 
a major move forward in the 
industrialization ofthis region 
and would mean much to the 
Pass, 

The plan is to get coal by 
strip mining. The coal would 
be pulverized and blown und¬ 
er pressure into the generator 
furnaces. In the initial phase 
the plants also would use up 
the huge slag heaps that have 
accumulated at the mines.

V SINCE THE EARLY' YEARS of the last war the people of Canada and 
t$e other Commonwealth countries which were, not affected by acute food 
shortages have sent food parcels to the peeple of the United Kingdom. 
Many have been sent also by individuals and organizations in the United 
States. There have been many expressions of appreciation from those 
who have benefitted from the parcels and there has also been official rec¬ 
ognition of the generosity of people in other lands who have helped to 
make the long period' of food rationing which has been the lot of the 
British people less burdensome. 

One official sign of gratitude for the food parcels 
Official Sign sent to Britain during the Second World War is a 
Of C rnJitudp fund which has been raised there to be used for the 
benefit of Commonwealth and American students in 
London. Started in 1950 by Her Majesty the Queen, who was then Princess 
Elizabeth, the fund now totals more than $2,000,000. Present plans are 
that it will' be used to build an extension to London House, which is a 
home for Commonwealth students who are living in London. The addition 
is to include quarters for men and women students and for married couples 
and for the first time the residence is to be opened to Americans in recog¬ 
nition for the voluntary help which came to Britain from the American 
people during the war in the form of food parcels.

WHITEHORSE, Yukon,—It's my guess that right now this is 
the most interesting city in Canada. There are so many aspects 
to it that a man gets dizzy trying to fit the pieces together. The 
past is here. You can drive five miles south of the town, as I did 
recently, and stare into the wicked waters of Miles Canyon and 
the White Horse Rapids and see in your mind's eye the cockeyed, 
wonderful adventurers of '98 shooting the white water. 

There’s a ghost behind every i saved money is like finding a nugget 
on Main Street. 

..There is an initial shock to the 
new arrivals that some of them never 
quite overcome. 

If you should fly in, as I did, you 
land on the magnificent airport and 
you drive past the spanking new 
homes of upper Whitehorse, all of 
them for the army or atr force. 

Then the car turns off the Alaska 
Highway, it goes steeply down a 
two-mile hill, the city proper hits the 
eye and the new arrival invariably 
greets the town with three words: 
"Oh, my God!" 

It is a shack town of almost Orien¬ 
tal dimensions. On the surface it is 
dismal, decayed, fantastic in its 
thousand styles of individual, shanty- 
style architecture. 

The streets, mercifully white with 
snow in winter, are dust or mud in 
summer. A concrete sidewalk is 
looked upon as a rousing civic de¬ 
velopment. 

The business district looks as it 
must have looked 25 ygars ago. 
Great brutes of dogs lie in the door¬ 
ways of frame buildings. 

But along the curb, at almost any 
time of day, fender to fender, stand 
a hundred or more new automobiles 
with Yukon plates. 

If this first shock is absorbed, the 
Whitehorse of this trying transition 
period comes into true focus. Indeed, 
many who come for that "fast buck” 
take a long second look and remain 
even when a bankroll permits an 
escape. Many who leave in disgust 
hurry back. 

The progress is hard to see amid 
the ruins of the past, but it is there. 
There’s more than $6,000,000' worth 
of building going on here. 

Smack in the middle of town 
they’re pouring the concrete for a 
new federal building that will com¬ 
plete the move of the territorial 
capital from Dawson City. White¬ 
horse then will be a capital in fact 
as well as in name. 

There is the booming business of 
a town where, as the joke goes, an 
oldtimer is a fellow who was here 
three months before you arrived. 
Some aggressive immigrants are set¬ 
ting themselves up in business in a 
big way. 

It is an exciting place to visit. The 
hospitality is over-proof. The “char¬ 
acters” abound and, if the visitor 
wearies, he must beat them off with 
a club. The contagious fever 
town on the threshold of a lusty fu¬ 
ture grips everyone. 

And even the gripers somehow 
seem to remain, although there, is 
one train, two airplanes and several 
buses that leave on schedule every 
single day. 


ghost behind every 
spruce and jack-pine. Two hundred 
men lost their lives in this short 
stretch of the Yukon River in the 
first summer alone of that mad rush 
for gold. 

The future is here. Up on the 
ridge above the town there are hand- 
soma duplex, homes with bright blue 
and red roofs, a refrigerator in every 
kitchen and, so the statisticians will 
tell you, an average of two children 
to every home. 

And the past and the future clash 
wherever your eye chances to roam. 
I know of no city of such dramatic 
contrasts. 

The residents themselves hate it 
or love it. They may live in $15,000 
mansions or in grey, sagging log 
cabins built by prospectors of an¬ 
other day. 

This is a place of cocktail lounges 
that seem to have been transplanted 
intact, complete with purple leather 
bar, from Montreal. Yet a truck de¬ 
livers water to 65 per cent, of the 
population (at 35 cents for five pails) 
and the chemical toilet is considered 
a great advancement over the out¬ 
side privvy. 

There are a great many people 
coming to Whitehorse. “I decided to 
make a fast buck and get out.” 
That’s the story you hear every¬ 
where. 

Yet most wages are pretty much 
the same as they are “outside”. The 
cost of living is at least a third 
higher than it is in Edmonton or 
Vancouver.

Editors note: The following 
are only excerpts from-the Story 
of the Crows Nest Pass by James 
Cousins. This is given in part to 
acquaint the reader with a few 
facts that will be elaborated up¬ 
on later In the series as we re¬ 
print Mr. Cousins’ main chapters 
as he wrote them. 

The Crows Nest Pass is the ' 
most southerly of the three 
passes through the Canadian 
Rockies which are used by the 
railways and has an altitude 
higher than the Yellowhead but 
lower by almost 400 feet than 
the Kicking Horse. Yellowhead 
is 3,729 ft.; Crows Nest, 4,450 ft.; 
and Kicking Horse 5,339 ft. 

Burmls is the first community 
withinJ_he_Pass_that has_an al¬ 
titude of over C000**feet*”(4,004i" 

A small almost round valley lies 
west of Burmis and was known 
as Police Flats due to the fact 
that the post of the C.N.P. de¬ 
tachment of the N.W.M.P. was 
established there shortly after 
police arrived at Macleod. Here 
can be seen deserted coal mining 
buildings and a row of ruined 
coke ovens. This was the pro¬ 
perty of the Leitch Coal Com¬ 
pany upon which the town of 
Passburg formerly depended for 
its existence. 

^ Crownest Lake is the dividing 
point of the two different moun¬ 
tain ranges forming the Rocky 
Mountains. The one to the south 
forms the Flathead Range while 
that to the north is called High 
Rock Ridge. Between the two is 
the Sleeping Giant (Mt. Phil¬ 
lips). 

There are three possible ways 
through these ranges, one the 
Phillips Pass was for many years 
the Crows Nest Pass but now is 
known as the old road over the 
summit. 

Captain Thos Blakistont of the 
Palliser Expedition) mentioned 
seeing a trail coming down from 
the Pass at a point probably be¬ 
tween Cowley and Lundbreck 
and stated “We know only its 
eastern entrance is on the river 
of the same name, while It em¬ 
erges in the vicinity of the steep 
les or Mount Deception.”

In listing references, the author 
points out a map accompanying 
A. Stavely Hill’s “From Home to 
Home” showing Deception to be 
in a range midway between Elk 
and Kootenay Rivers, about 15 
miles south of 50 degrees west 
latitude and far from the Pass. 

Blakiston helped to define the 
Pass because w hen he c rossed 
the North Kootenay Pass he 
emerged at a point near Elko, 
so It may be assumed that the 
-two passes meet there, and hence 
mutually terminate each other 
Gorge M. Dawson conducted 
the first geological survey in 1883 
and considered that the Crows 
Nest Pass may be said to termin¬ 
ate at the bridge over the Elk 
River, where the description of 
the North Kootenay Pass also 
ends. 

The tendency to day is to limit 
the Pass to the cretaceous coal 
bearing area starting near Lund¬ 
breck and ending just beyond 
Morrisey, B.C. 

Dawson noted a curious phen- 
onomen. He stated he believed 
there was a great fault near the 
volcanic ridges and that the sur¬ 
face sandstone rock between 
them and the main range of the 
Rockies were lower strata than 
the coal bearing rocks and he 
forecast that no coal would be 
found in the area. This was 
borne out by later developments 
and has had the effect of 
dividing the Crows Nest Pass 
into two parts—the Alberta coal 
mining district and the Fernie- 
Michel-Corbin coal basin with a 
gap of about 18 miles in between 
The coal formations reappear 
just west of the main range and 
some of the coal on the Alberta 
side is now being strip mined, 
but there is no community, ex¬ 
cept the little railway hamlet of 
Crows Nest, between Coleman 
and Michel. 

The only gold mine in the Pass 
was discovered in this coalless 
area, and although Henry 
Kountz’ gold-platinum mine 
came to nought, it lends some 
credence to the legend of the 
Lost Lemon Gold Mine which 
would likely be found in a sim¬ 
ilar formation some distance to 
the north.

Angus Morrison of the United 
Mine Workers was a man the 
like of whom Western Canada 
has seldom seen. His death, long 
before his time Is a shock not 
only to the eight or nine thou¬ 
sand coal miners whom he serv¬ 
ed as district secretary, but to 
his host of friends in every walk 
of life, In Calgary particularly.
